In accordance with Title 36, M.R.S.A., Sec. 706, as amended, the 
Assessors of the Municipality of Harpswell hereby give notice to all 
persons liable to taxation in said municipality, that they will be in ses- 
sion at the Town House, Harpswell Center in said Municipality, on the 
first day of April, from 9:00 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. for the purpose of revising 
lists of the estates taxable in said Municipality. 


Resident Owners 


All inhabitants of the Municipality of Harpswell, Maine and all 
Administrators, Executors, Trustees, etc. of all estates taxable in said 
Municipality of such persons are hereby notified tt MAKE AND BRING 
IN TO THE ASSESSORS TRUE AND PERFECT LISTS OF ALL 
THEIR ESTATES, REAL AND PERSONAL, not by law exempt from 
taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day of April 1978, 
and be prepared to make oath to the truth of the same and to assure all 
proper inquiries in writing as to the nature, situation and value of their 


property liable to be taxed. 


Estates Distributed 


And when estates of persons deceased have been distributed during 
the past year, or have changed hands from any cause, the Executor, 
Administrator or other persons interested, are hereby warned to give 
notice of such change, and in default of such notice, will be held under 
the law to pay the tax assessed although such estate has been wholly 
distributed and paid over. 


Persons Doomed 


And any person who neglects to comply with this notice is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the ASSESSORS or the 
COUNTY COMMISSIONERS, for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
he offers such a list with his application and satisfies them that he was 
unable to offer it at the time appointed. | 

Blank schedules will be furnished at the Assessors’ Office on ap- 
plication. 


NOTICE 


The Town of Harpswell is on the Tax Lien System. After the ex- 
piration of eight months and within one year after the date of commit- 
ment of the tax, the collecting officer serves or mails a ten-day written 
notice, and after the expiration of that ten-day notice and within ten 
days after said expiration the collector records this certificate in the 
Registry of Deeds. The lien runs 18 months, after which time it becomes 
Town property. During this 18 month period, the lien may be redeemed 
by paying to the Town Treasurer the lien amount, plus accumulated 
- interest at 12% per year, recording costs and discharge fees. Upon ap- 
proval, a six-month extension may be granted by the Town Officials.

GENERAL INFORMATION FOR ALL TAXPAYERS 


Dog Licenses 


Owners and keepers of dogs are reminded that the law requires all 
dogs six months or older be licensed by January 1. Within ten days 
after becoming the owner or keeper of an unlicensed dog, the owner or 
keeper shall have the dog properly licensed. 

Dog licenses are available from the Town Clerk. Proof of rabies 
shots within the last two years is required. Spay certificates for females 
should also be presented. 


Hunting Licenses 


Resident hunting and fishing licenses are available from the Town 
Clerk; also pheasant stamps and salmon stamps. Federal duck stamps 
may be obtained at the Post Office. Non-resident hunting and fishing 
licenses are not available from the Town Clerk. 


Shellfish Licenses 


Harpswell shellfish licenses are available from the Selectmen’s Office 
or the Town Clerk. 


Document Copies 


Copies of birth, death and marriage certificates are obtained from 
the Town Clerk. 


Voter Registration 


Residents may apply to register to vote any time during the year. 
Special days and hours for registering are posted prior to Elections, 
Town Meetings and Special Town Meetings. Applications are made to 
the Town Registrar, Frances Johnson, Orr’s Island, or the Deputy Regis- 
trar, Clara Merriman, Allen Point Road, Harpswell Center. 


Town Clerk’s Office 


The Town Clerk, Frances Johnson, has her office in her home at 
Orr’s Island. 


Elderly Householders Tax and Rent Refund 


Senior Citizens 62 years and older may be eligible for the Elderly 
Householders Tax and Rent Refund. Anyone who turns 62 during 1977, 
who was a legal resident of Maine for the entire year of 1977, maintained 
his home in Maine for the entire year of 1977 and meets certain income 
limitations may file an application. 


The first form may be obtained from the Selectmen’s Office and is 
filed with the Income Tax Division in Augusta between August | and 
October 15. Thereafter they will mail you a new one yearly. 


A note can be sent to Augusta now to have your name put on their 
mailing list (forms are not available locally until late July), and the form 
will be mailed to you in time for filing. The address is: Bureau of Tax- 
ation, Income Tax Section, State Office Building, Augusta, Maine 04333. 


Tree Growth Tax Exemption 


Owners of 10 acres or more of forest land used primarily for growth 
of forest products can file an application for a tax exemption on or before 
April 1 at the Selectmen’s Office. The forms which identify the land 
and list the number of acres of each forest type.are available at the 
Selectmen’s Office. . 


Veteran’s Exemption 
p 


Veterans, their widows, minor children and mothers may be eligible 
to file for property exemption. Applications are available at the Select- 
men’s Office and should be filed on or before April 1, 1978. 


To qualify, a veteran must be 62 years of age or receiving a total 
disability pension; must have served during a federally recognized war 
period, Korean Campaign or Vietnam War; must be a resident of Maine 
and must have been a legal Maine resident when entering military service 
or a Maine resident for a total of 10 years. A copy of the birth certificate 
and discharge papers must be shown when application is made. For 
further information contact your Selectmen or the Selectmen’s Office.

REPORT OF SHERIFF CHARLES SHARPE 


It is a distinct pleasure to be affiliated with the citizens and town 


officers of Harpswell again. 
Please accept my sincere appreciation for your understanding in 


matters pertaining to police services provided by this office. The success- 
ful operation of a police services contract must be attributed to cooper- 


ation at the administrative level and the ability to provide trained pro- 


fessional personnel for service in the field. 


In addition to the services of two contract deputies, we are pleased 
to have been able to continue providing adequate supportive services 
which include the assignment of the area deputy to Harpswell for in- 
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creased coverage, as well as trained investigators, crime scene technicians, 
youth aid officers and supervisory personnel. 


Youth Aid officers have been involved in 26 juvenile complaints, 
which include family counseling for hard to manage children and the 
prosecution of offenders. Deputy Tom Carmody, “Officer Friendly”, 
presented various safety programs to 384 students at the Island, Harps- 
well and West Harpswell Elementary Schools.

SOUTHERN MID-COAST REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 
Draft Work Program: 1978 


1. Community Assistance Program 


Working with towns, staff provide direct technical assistance, upon 
request, in all areas of community development. Services include, among 
others: solid waste disposal; preparation of community plans; review of 
development proposals; publication of codes and ordinances; assistance 
with technical problems; transportation planning; and information dis- 
tribution. 


2. Economic Development 


According to area polls, the most serious problem identified by cit- 
izens was the unavailability of good jobs. Our region, and indeed the 
entire state, is faced with an economic picture that is less than bright. 

During 1978, the commission is proposing to work with all inter- 
ested parties to attempt to provide more full time permanent jobs to 
area residents. Never before has a coordinated attack been mounted 
against this unacceptable trend. Full participation and support of com- 
munities is essential if it is to be a successful venture. 


3. Human Services Planning 


Based on a recommendation of the Budget Committee members, 
citizens and agency representatives to the Human Services Committee, 
its function is being continued. Following town meetings in the spring 
of 1978, it will make a recommendation to the community representatives 
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of the commission relative to activities for the year. If the funding report 
prepared in 1977 is deemed useful, its continuation will probably be rec- 
ommended at least. 


4. Transportation Safety 


Through expanded community participation, and through staff con- 
tacts and meetings, it has been made clear that transportation safety is 
a high priority in the minds of local citizens. As a result, Commission 
activities will include: identification of agencies, institutions and people 
who can successfully contribute to achieving the solutions to identified 
safety problems in the region; and provision of staff to effect a common 
goal—to make this region a safer one in which to live and travel. 


5. Transit Planning 

Because of the unavailability of funding in 1977, the Transit Devel- 
opment Program will be conducted this year. The program will consider 
such basic questions as the demand for, routing and cost of public trans- 
portation services in the region. Supported by local citizens, businesses, 
and agencies the commission will undertake a detailed study of the po- 
tential for such a service and provide information to communities relative 
to its establishment. 7 


BATH-BRUNSWICK MENTAL HEALTH ASSOCIATION, INC. 
1977 


As of October 31, 1977, we have served 77 cases or families from 
Harpswell and have completed 698 contacts through a variety of mental 
health services this year. We further provided a total subsidy of 
$171,016.56 for individuals who were unable to pay the full normal 
charges. $7,090.65 of this was provided to residents of Harpswell. The 
Mental Health Center serves a total of more that 2,000 individuals and 
families a year. 


We are requesting that the amount of $2,042.00 be appropriated 
by your town to provide continuing mental health services for the year 
1978. This figure is based on a rate of 80¢ per person, calculated on 
the 1970 census figure for Harpswell of 2,552.

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BATH-BRUNSWICK REGIONAL HEALTH AGENCY 1977 


Our agency provides skilled nursing; physical, occupational and 
speech therapy; medical social services; and home health aide services 
to the homebound sick, under a physician’s order. Ability to pay has 
never been a criterion for our admitting patients, and many have no 
source of reimbursement. Our homemaker program allows us to cook 
hot meals, do light housework, laundry and shopping for shut-ins, and 
our services enable many people, particularly the elderly, to remain in 
their own homes rather than enter nursing homes or have extended 
hospital stays. 


In addition to these programs, we offer health screening services 
for adults at clinics throughout our area, and with these we have de- 
tected potential strokes, heart attacks and glaucoma in many of those 
who attended. Health screening for low-income children and patient 
education programs such as an ostomy club, diabetes club and Better 
Breathing Club for persons with those health problems have been under- 
taken. These we supported almost exclusively by municipal and United 
Way appropriations. 


While costs for salaries and automobile transportation have in- 
creased—obviously, a visiting nurse program has high gasoline expenses 
—so have demands for our services. Our home health program alone has 
increased in referrals by about 30% over 1976 and overall we estimate 
having provided about 258 units of service to about 192 residents in 
1977 in one program or another.

DOWNEAST HOUSING 


Down East Housing is a non-profit housing development corpor- 
ation delivering a number of services in eastern Cumberland, Lincoln 
and Sagadahoc Counties. We organized in 1971 to promote increased 
housing opportunities for southern mid-coast Maine residents. Today, we 
run a carpentry training program, provide home repair services, and 
design and build energy-efficient housing. ay 


In your town we have assisted 14 households, provided 319 hours 
of service, and delivered $1,819 worth of winterization materials. 
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These services and materials have been provided without cost to 
our clients (and with the exception of a very modest effort last year, 
we have not asked towns to support our Home Repair Program. Our 
1978 Program will cost $50,000. Down East Housing must raise $13,000 
in order to receive the $50,000 and to continue repairing porches, 
shingling roofs, and insulating walls and attics. This year, however, we 
need town support if our program is to continue. We are asking the 
communities we serve to assist us in our efforts, and we have established 
a formula to determine a town’s share: number of clients multiplied by 


$25. Using this formula, Harpswell’s share is $350.

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SUMMER SWIM PROGRAM 


The swimming lessons for the summer of 1977 were sponsored 
solely by the Town of Harpswell with the budget of $400.00. The extra 
amount of money allocated to the Harpswell Swim Program was used 
to purchase equipment such as: 6 life jackets, 8 kickboards, rescue tube, 
swim manuals, clipboards, and patches and pins to those who earned 
their certificates. 


Swimming classes began July 11 at Lowell’s Cove, Orr’s Island and 
ended July 22. The lessons involved children from all areas of Harpswell, 
with an enrollment of 48 novice swimmers and 23 in the remaining 
groups. 


There was no senior lifesaving class offered in this program as the 
number of hours required in completion of the course exceeded the pro- 
gram. I would like to propose at this time that a lifesaving course be 
offered to the town residents at a pool during the winter months. This 
would involve the adults and be an excellent opportunity to learn this 
in-depth program under more favorable conditions. 


I would like to express my thanks to those that made the 1977 
Summer Swim Program a success: Joyce Brown—Water Safety Instruc- 
tor, and my volunteers who gratefully gave their time—Greta Gardner, 
Lisa Gott, Sherri Thompson, Kerri Grimes, Brian Black, Valerie Dun- 
lap, Mike Dunlap, and all the mothers.

& DEVELOPMENT AREA 


Time & Tide is a people program. It is sponsored and directed by 
the local people. It is a base for people to come together to plan and— © 
more important—develop and carry out projects focusing on natural 
resources. 


Much. has been accomplished this last year by the Time & Tide 
Council and the help of eight resource committees. The Program of 
Action was supplemented to bring it up to date. Copies are available 
at the Time & Tide office in Waldoboro for anyone wishing one. 


The following measures were completed: Critical area treatment at 
Reid and Popham Beaches, at Knickerkane Island in Boothbay and at 
Orr’s Island Cemetery. Recreation facilities were completed at Union, 
St. George, and South Thomaston. A dune ecology assessment was com- 
pleted at Popham, Reid, and Small Point Beaches. Steps to assist indi- 
viduals with shore erosion problems were established. Forestry educa- 
tion workshops were held. A measure to locate the natural drainage 
area in Owl’s Head was completed. A special firewood sources leaflet 
was developed and distributed. 


These and many other things were done because of the concerns 
and actions of local people. 
The Ocean Resource Committee held a public access to water 


workshop. The Energy Resource Committee sponsored an energy fair. 
Efforts are proceeding to get the State Prison Farm utilized for agri- 
culture and research by the Agricultural Resource Committee. A new 
brochure on Time & Tide was developed by the Information Committee. 
The Forest Resource Committee held many workshops and tours. Im- 
portant farm land maps were developed by the Soils & Land Use Com- 
mittee. The Recreation & Tourism Committee has completed the public 
outdoor recreation inventory. The Human Needs Committee held 
meetings pertaining to youth problems.

JESSIE ALBERT MEMORIAL DENTAL CLINIC 


A regional resource, the clinic serves 32 towns, providing urgently 
needed dental care to children of low income families. For the year 
1976 - 1977, the clinic treated a total of 1,266 children at 3,189 appoint- 
ments. 

Of the children treated, 56 were from Harpswell. They received 
87 cleanings (which include x-rays, prophylaxis with fluoride, and exam- 
ination), 169 surfaces, of fillings, (a tooth has five surfaces, four sides, 
and a top, any or all of which can become decayed), 13 extractions, and 
0 root canals at 152 appointments. Miscellaneous services and referrals 
to specialists were provided as necessary. Actual cost of these services 1s 
$3,312.00. 

The averaye cost per child for 1976-77 is $29.00. On this basis I 
am asking that your town appropriate $1,624.00

You should know that the cost of the lack of use or improper use 
of contraceptives on a voluntary basis by certain citizens in your com- 
munity could be costing your community as much as $1500 - $2500 per 
year per person based on the following facts: 

1. Unwanted pregnancies cost the community approximately $300- 
$1,200 in medical care payments for medically indigent citizens.

WCBB, Channel 10 is the Colby-Bates-Bowdoin Educational Tele- 


casting Corporation. WCBB is a non-governmental, non-profit corpor- 
ation. WCBB is, more importantly, the People’s Station in that its ability 
to provide a benficial programming service for all citizens depends upon 
the people’s willingness to voluntarily fund the effort. 


The population in our coverage area, which stretches from Water- 
ville in the North to Sanford in the South, amounts to nearly 700,000. 
Children watch Sesame Street, The Electric Company and several other 
programs generally recognized as the best overall viewing there is for the 
youngsters. 


WCBB does not receive any money directly from the Legislature 
for operating expenses. Individual membership contributions, primarily 
in the $20 - $25 range, comprise the largest single source of financial 
support.

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STATE OF MAINE PUBLICITY BUREAU 


The State of Maine Publicity ureau has, for 56 years, performed 
what is essentially a State service. We, however, receive no State appro- 
priation. 86% of the funding comes from private businesses but the 
remaining 14% must be raised through Town Appropriations such as 
yours. 


The Publicity Bureau is the only State or quasi-state agency re- 
maining as spokesman and promotional arm supporting Maine Tourism. 
Our six Information Centers and Mail Department processed over 600,- 
000 individual inquiries this year. This represents new business and new 
money for every community in the State of Maine. 


Tourism generates over a half billion annually, here in Maine, repre- 
senting 6.5% of the state’s employment and 14%, or nearly 40 millions, 
in direct tax revenues. Can we afford to turn our backs on this industry? 


The amount requested from your Town is based on an equalized 
formula using the 1973 State Valuation of Municipalities, as compiled 
by the State Bureau of Taxation. 


The amount is small in relation to your Town Budget, however, it 
is important, especially this year, if this service is to continue. Should 
the State take over this responsibility, the municipalities could be as- 
sessed 100% of the cost.
